The inconsistency or 
the United 


States is so apparent by the resolu- 
tion as to be humiliating. The war 
is ended not by treaty bur a resolu- 
tion, declaring that all spoils of war 
belong to United States until a treaty- 
is made. The title of the spoils of 
war only belong to the winning na- 
tion bv reason of a treaty so provid- 
ing to which the conouered nation 
consents. United States retains un- 
til a treaty is made, in effect the war 
is over in words but there is no peace 
until a treaty is consummated. 


Next the Uaited States declares 


that this country will have the ad- 
vantage of every part of the Treaty 
of Versailles, without signing the 
treaty and as though it had been 
signed. We wont play the interna- 
tional game by signing the treaty 
like forty odd nations have done but 
we want everything in the game as 
though we had signed.
